The claims 26-73 are pending in the instant office action.

Claims 26-37, 40, 66, drawn method of producing lactosamine comprising 
among others Bullera sigularis, classified in class 435 subclass 84. 

Group 3. Claims 38-39, 63-65, drawn method of producing lactosamine comprising 
use of among others a glycosidase plus a second enzyme, classified in class 435 
subclass 84. 

Group 4. Claim 41 , 72, drawn method of producing sialyl lewis X compounds from 
lactose comprising among others Bullera sigularis or a glycosidase, classified in class 
435 subclass 193, classified in class 435 subclass 84. 

Group 6. Claims 43, 47-62, drawn method of producing lactosamine from lactose 
comprising among others p-galactosiadase and a glycosidase, classified in class 435 
subclass 193, classified in class 435 subclass 84. 

Group 7. Claim 73, drawn method of producing lactosamine compound from galactose 
comprising among others galactosiadase from Bullera sigularis and a glycosidase and 
then further reacting the lactosamine with CMP-NeuAc in the presence of alpha 2,3 
sialyltransferase to obtain alpha 2-3 sialated lactosamine, classified in class 435 
subclass 84.
